The most serious labor trouble known 
In Kenosha in several years occurred just 
after eight o'clock Monday morning, when 
150 men employed in tbe yards of. the N. 
B. Allen's Sons Co,, tannery went on a 
strike for an increase in wages- lb the 
amount of fifty cents weekly, Tbe men 
out include all of the men employed In tbe 
yards, and it is possible that the big plant 
may be forced to Blmt down for on indefinite 
period and the 1,200 men employed be 
throw ji out out of work. 

For some time there have been matter- 
ing* of discsntont among the men employ* 
ed in the yards to handle tho leather from 
vat to vat, nnd Monday the trouble crys- 
tallied in tbe loweryard and the men went 
on ft strike. The office was at once noti- 
fied and asked the police department for 
aid In preventing. tbe men entering the 
upper yards. The' police arrived to late, 



forced tbelr way into the buildings break* 
(ng the windows and driving the men who 
had remained faithful to their employers 
from the building. 

In tho fight G us Becker, the night watch* 
man, bad bis head badly cut and Barney 
McGivern had one of hti arms braised.

Allen nnd. otber.managers of the. tannery 
vrent to the jail and ordered the release of 
the men. Before this wai done, however, 
the men agreed with tbe mayor to retire 
peaceably to their homes. An hour later 
there was another riot at the tannery. An 
argument between a foreman and one of 
the strikers precipitated the trouble and In 
the melee which followed 250 strikers took 



strikers clamored for blood and for a time 
it looked as if a riot which would result in 
tbe death of -the men was emminent. 

The city council was in session when tbe 
news of tho shooting of tha man was 
brought to Mayor Gorman and the council 
adjourned and the city officials went to the 
hall where tho strikers were meeting and 
for more than two hours pleaded for peace. 
This, action bad Its result, for tbe men fi- 
nally dispersed and did not appear at the 
tannery again daring the night. 

It was expected .that there would be 
a great fight when the plant opened Tues- 
day morning and all of the police officers 
and many deputies were called to the build- 
ing but when it was seen that the man- 
agers of tbe plant were tanking no effort 
to put the men to work the men gathered 
In groupes and dUcusred the situation, but 
there was no rioting. It became evident 
that several hundred men* had joine'd the 
ianks t af_thq strikers and at ten o'clock one 
of* tbe managers of tbe plant staled that 
there were . at least 800 of tbe mon out. 
Only twenty men were at work in the plant 
and the company early Tuesday morning 
arranged to feed these men in the building 
and thus protect them from any possible 
fury of the mob. It is asserted that many

EARTHQUAKE HAZARD 
SGARES COMPANIES 

Fire insurance companies are divided 
about Pacific coast business. Many will 
retire, regarding tbe earthquake hazard as 
one the; do not care to trifle with, while 
others announce that they wilt stay, but 
only at a material increase in rates. They 
will insist upon an additional premium for 
the earthquake hazard and the conflagra- 
tion hazard, the first having been ignored 
hitherto, while the charge for the latter hu 
been far from adequate- 
It is an interesting fact that tbe Pacific 
coast has been taking the lead in the sci- 
entific and acturial study of tbe proper 
charge to be imposed for the conflagration 
hazard. Professor Whitney, of the Uni- 
versity of California, recently .prepared a 
fenRthty report on the question of coin- 
surance, taking up also the question of a 
proper charge for the conflagration hazard. 
He was asked to elaborate bis argument on 
the hitter question before the recent meet- 
ing of the Fire Underwriters* Association 
of tbe Pacific, and declared that 20 cents 
was the average rate that would properly 
measure the hazard of conflagrations in the 
large cities. Statistics wore secured of the 
cities in the United States that in 1690 had 
a population of over 200,000, covering tbe 
last fifty years. Over these wero assessed 
all conflagration losses at that time, giving 
$180,000,000, aB against a computed pre- 
mium of $1,020,000,000. This gives 17K 
per cent of the premium to pay conflagra- 
tion losses, From these figures on average 
rute oE 20 cents for tbe conflagration haz- 
ard was deducted. And now San Fran- 
cisco has knocked oat its own figures.

bb a consequence, are expected to ahoplder 
the entire responsibility and the results of 
their work, very frequently, neverque^tion- 
ed and never tested until it is entirely, too 
late. Tbero at present in Lake county seven 
or eight of those so-railed semi-graded 
schools in which there is carried from one 
to three year's high school work. . The 
course of study pursued in each pcbool ba« 
been left in nearly every instance to . tbe 
local principal, with tbe result tbat there, 
have existed as many different courses of 
study as there are schools. This arose from 
tbe fact that a local principid--rirr~iJetfrrJ& 
every instance allowed" personal preferences ' 
for certain subjects to predominate, and 
with the local board giving him the power 
to form the course of study suited to his 
convenience, the remits havebrougbt about 
conditions as we find them, 
-About a year'ngo thecounly superintend- 
ent desotved upon a scheme for a /closer 
supervision of the. work of these high - 
Bcbools, and to further his purpose be . de- 
cided to submit to the various school boards 
having jurisdiction over these schools n 
standard course, including the minimum 
work required of the freshman, Bopbmore 
and junior classes in order to secure credits 
for the work done, as ia an accredited high 
school carryings four year course. Tniaont. 
line embraces both a Latin and aB:ientific 
coarse. By tbe adoption of this, course of 
work tho small high schools of this county 
would then be working on the san e ' as's of- ' 
work year by year , and there would be 
that continuity necessary where transfers 
are made to other schools for the purpose of .

In order to do efficient work in 
botany and zoology there should bo'/ECveral 
compound glasses with one-half and ' one- 
sixth inch objectives, and there should bo 
a special laboratory ia which, to _' keep cult- 
ure media for the study of microscopic 
organisms and for the purpose of propagat-. 
ing bacteria, fungi and various specimens 
of phcuerogaumi.
